In the interest 
of cfficicney in the office, the fire­ 
men’s association believes the law 
should ))« amended to give the m ar­ 
shal the right to name h s own of­ 
fice help, leaving with the governor 
the appointment of the two chiefs,” 
sa d Mr. Nostdal. 
“The firemen’s association is also 
very strongly in favor of the re-ap­ 
pointment of H. L. Reade to the po­ 
sition of state marshal. Mr. Reade 
served in that capse'ty for many 
p a r s and certainly is not only qual­ 
ified to hold the office but has the 
confidence of the fire departments 
of the state,” Mr. Nostdal continued.

After darkness efforts to 
recover bodies were futile though 
the river steamci Pomona breasted 
the current during the night to play 
a search light over the scene. 
But 
early this morning no bodies had 
been found. 
Of those rescued one died of in­ 
juries and another believed fatally 
injured. Six others were taken from 
the water seriously hurt.

In my capacity as housewife I am the general man­ 
ager of a household. Upon me devolves the duty of 
making rather large purchases which leads into another 
duty—^that of the economical expenditure of the house­ 
hold funds.

Like my husband 
who spends hours upon hours engrossed in his trade 
magazines, so that he may conduct his business more 
successfully, I study with care the advertisements in 
the newspapers and the magazines which I found out 
enable me to conduct by business, which is my house­ 
hold, "more economically and successfully. 


In doing my neighborhood buying I think that I am 
able to choose the store that gives me the greatest value 
for my money. My choice is always the one wAere I am 
sure to get the advertised goods I ask for and where I 
a’ mnot told: “Here is something else just as good.” I 
buy advertised goods because experience has taught me 
I save money thereby. 


' It has been my observation that the storekeeper who 
handles advertised articles sells more goods and it isn't 
hard for me to figure out that if the dealer wants to 
make only a fair profit he can sell me gooils cheaper if 
he sells a great many goods than if he sells a smaller 
amount. Coincidently, I have noticed that dealers who 
do handle articles which are advertised seem to grow 
and expand.

I have often wondered if it isn’t because the goods 
which they see on their own shelves remind them con­ 
stantly of the lorword-looking work which is being done 
by the manufacturer of those goods, thus setting an ex­ 
ample for greater industry. 


I know that if I want to buy a barrel of fiour or a very 
large sack of flour I can buy it cheaper than I can buy a 
ten or twenty-five pound sack. My storekeeper can do 
the same thing in buying his merchandise. I have heard 
my husband talk often enough on the question of small 
profits and rapid turnover to know that it isn’t the dealer 
who makes the long profit that gets ahead hut the one 
who makes the small profit and turns his capital over 
and over. But this is not the only benefit I get in buying 
from a storekeeper who sells his customers goods which 
are advertised. The goods I buy are fresher and newer 
and I feel that because many of them have been adver­ 
tised for years they are more dependable.
